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Wilhelm Pieck Dies, President, 
Of East Germany 


Veteran Red, 84, Had 
Long Been in Ill 
Health, but Retained 


Ceremonial Post. ~ 


BERLIN, Sept. 7 (UPI)—Pres-| 
ident Wilhelm Pieck of Commu-} 7 


nist East Germany died today 
after a long illness, the East 
German news agensy A.D.N. an- 
nounced. He was 8 years old. 

The veteran Communist had 
been a virtual invalid for ‘years. 
He suffered a stroke in 1953, and 
had been confined to his fesi- 
dence since 1957. 


Last Monday, A.D.N. réported 
that Mr. Pieck’s heart had. weak. 
ened. Subsequent medical]. bulle- 
tins reported a steady déteriora- 
tion in his condition: 

Mr. Pieck survived other 
founders of the German Com- 
munist party by almost 50 years 
and lived to see the Reds cap- 
ture control of a third of Ger- 
many. 

He returned from Nazi-m- 
posed exile to Germany with the 
victorious Red army in 1945. 

Mr. Pieck was named Presi- 
dent of the German Democratic 
Republic on its foundation in Oc- 
tober 1949. He was re-elected 
unanimously in September 1953. 
In 1957, the rubber-stamp Red 
Parliament side-stepped the con- 
stitution to prolong his term in- 
definitely. 

Mr. Pieck was not formally 
re-elected by Parliament then 
because he was too ill to attend 
the parliamentary session and 
take the oath of office as re- 
quired by the constitution. 

His office is largely cere- 
monial.

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SOVIET MILITARY 
ADERS GIVEN 
POLITICAL ROLE 


A One-Man Troop Rule 


Stressed — No Men- 
tion Made of Red 
Army Commissars. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 7 (AP)—So- 
viet ‘military commanders are 
given responsibility for both mil- 
itary and political training of 
their troops under sweeping new 


regulations announced today. 

There was no mention of* the 
role of political commissars, 
who for decades indoctrinated 
the armed forces for the Com- 
munisi party and at times shared 
in command decisions. 

The new regulations were an- 
nounced. in the military news- 
paper Red Star by Marshal An- 
drei A. Grechko, the former So- 
viet ground forces commander 
who now commands the Warsaw 
treaty armed forces. 

They stress the principle of 
one-man command; quoting Len- 
in as saying that is the only 
correct and reasonable way to 
manage troops. 

“The commander of a detach- 
ment or a sub-detachment is 
the only one who answers and 
bears responsibility to the Com- 
munist party and the Soviet 
government for the constant 
military readiness of the detach- 
ment,’’ Grechko said. 

“He is responsible for the 
military and political training, 
for the military discipline and 
political and moral state of the 
personnel, for the state of 
equipment, technique and trans- 
port and for living and medical 
provisions.” 

Grechko was a commander in 
World War II on the Ukrainian 
front where Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev was a political commissar. 
His rise in the Red army’ has 
been fast under the Soviet 
premier. 

Grechko did not disclose the 
precise wording of the new reg- 


ulations, but there was no indi- 


cation that political training of 
the troops will be relaxed. 

On the contrary, the marshal 
wrote: | 

“Vividly reflected in the new 
regulations are demands of the 
central (Communist party) com- 
mittee concerning intensification 
of party political and educational 
work with personnel of the army 
and navy.”

The equipment included 
helicopter transmissions, clutch 
assemblies and roto blades.

Malcolm said in prepared tes- 
timony that his firm had poured 
$37,000,000 into drug research 
which had not resulted in any 
product for the market. 


“The cost has to be borne by 
our relatively few successful dis- 
coveries,” he said. “Otherwise, 
we would have to stop trying to 
solve the riddles posed by can- 
cer and other scourges.” 

Malcolm said Lederle Labora- 
tories had worked for 20 years 
and spent $7,000,000 on cancer re- 
search alone. 

“Yet,” he said, “today we 
have no commercial product of 
significant sales volume to show 
for it. Some promising chemi- 
cal agents have been turned up, 
however, and we are not going to 
give up the search.” 


Malcolm said his company 
also had spent 16 years and 
nearly $3,500,000 to find a better. 
drug against tuberculosis. Some 
‘promising leads’ have been de- 
veloped, he said, but no com- 
pletely satisfactory drug has 
been discovered. 

Malcolm said that Lederle 
priced its drugs ‘‘in the light of 
competitive conditions’’ and tried

ENNEDY'S CHURCH 
ECORD ANALYZED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP)— 
A predominantly Protestant or- 
ganization both praised and 
criticized today the stand of 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee John F. Kennedy on various 
church-state issues. 


Kennedy’s record on that 
score was analyzed in a state- 
ment issued by Protestants and 
Other Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State. 
Calling itself a nonpartisan edu- 
cational group, P.O.A.U. said its 
action involved no bigotry or 
prejudice. 

It did not mention Kennedy by 
name, but referred to ‘‘the can- 
didate of the Roman Catholic 
faith.” 

The statement, adopted yes- 
terday by the board of trustees, 
was issued today in the name 
of its officers. President of the 
group is Dr. Louie D. Newton 
of Atlanta, Ga., a former presi- 


dent of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. 

Conceding that many other is- 
sues exist, it said that voters 
must decide; “‘on the basis of all 
the evidence, whether the elec- 
tion of a Roman Catholic would 
promote or hinder the historic 
American principle of church- 
State separation.’ 

Kennedy has repeatedly said 
that as President he would not 
be influemced by leaders of his 
church in matters of govern- 
ment, 

“I do not speak for the Catho- 
lic Church on issues of public 
policy—and no one in that 
church speaks for me,” he told 
the American Society of News- 
paper Editors last spring. 

The statement praised Ken- 
nedy for his stands against basic 
government financial support for 
parochial schools and against ap- 
pointment of an American am- 
bassador to the Vatican. 

At the same time it expressed 
concern ‘‘about his silence in re- 
gard to the official boycott of 
public schools contained in the 
canon law of his church.” Not 
regularly observed, this church 
law forbids Catholics to send 


their children to public schools 
without special permission. 

The statement also renewed a 
controversy started last Novem- 
ber when Roman Catholic bish- 
ops in this country said in a 
statement that the church will 
not support the use of public 
funds at home or abroad to pro- 
mote birth control. 

Referring to Kennedy, the 
P.O.A.U. said: “We are skepti- 
cal about his equivocal words on 
birth control. We find that he 
has at no time stated simply that 
if Congress passed a law provid- 
ing for aid in this matter that 
he would not hesitate to sign 
and administer it.’’ 


Kennedy said in November he 
opposed use of federal funds for 
any sort of birth control meas- 
ures in other countries. He added 
that his views were not the re- 
sult of the bishops’ statement. 

If Congress passed such a law, 
he said that whether or not he 
would sign it would depend ‘“‘on 
my personal judgment as Presi- 
dent as to what would be in the 
interest of the United States.”’ 
But if it became law, he said, ‘‘I 
would uphold it as the law of 
the land.”’

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WEBSTER GROVES 
MAYOR RESIGNS 
URGEDTORETURN 


Mayor Charles A. Graubner of 
Webster Groves ended a long 
personal struggle with other 
members of the City Council by 
resigning unexpectedly last 
night. 

‘*Basic incompatibility of 
thought and action between my 
fellow councilmen and me” was 
given as the reason for the res- 
ignation. He listed what he 
called five examples*of issues on 
which he differed with the rest 
of the cougcil, and concluded 
that ‘‘the only logical thing for 
me to do is to remove myself 
and not be a thorn in their 
sides.’’ 

The resignation was given at 
the beginning of the council 
meeting. Graubner opened the 
meeting, read a three-page state- 
ment and walked out. 

Councilman Gus O. Nations 
rose to intervene, saying ‘“‘I’d 
like to have you hear me.” 
Graubner retorted, ‘‘I have heard 
enough,” and continued walking. 

Appiause by Audience. 

An audience of more than 150 
persons present to attend several 
public hearings on resurfacing of 
streets, applauded . loudly as 
Graubner left the council cham- 
bers. 

Nations, acting as mayor pro 
tem, then made a public appeal 
for Graubner to return to office. 
“He accepted the office of may- 
or as a public trust. I think he 
does not have the prerogative to 
leave. I devoutly hope that to- 
morrow Mr. Graubner will re- 
consider,”’ he said. 

For many months, Graubner 
had been a lone wolf on the coun- 
cil, casting the only dissenting 
vote on several new ordinances. 
The struggle was highlighted by 
a bitter political campaign last 
spring, in which Graubner- 
backed candidates were decisive- 
ly defeated by candidates sup- 
ported by other members of the 
council. 

Graubner, who was elected in 
1958 and was to serve for four 
years, said in his statement, “I 
still believe that the people must 
rule, I still believe that official 
actions I perform are what they 
~—the people—want done.” 

Actions He Opposed. 

One of the actions he cited 
on which he differed from 
other council members was 
putting “into the hands of the 
city manager the power to ac- 
cuse, to initiate prosecution and 
to judge all cases regarding the 
minimum housing standards 
law.”” Graubner has been a 
consistent opponent of the city 
manager form of government, 
while other council members 
have supported it. 

Other council actions listed 
were increasing first offense 
fines in police court by 100 to 
1000 per cent; permitting spot 
zoning in residential areas; re- 
establishing stop signs just after 
the comprehensive elimination 
of unnecessary stop signs, and 
prohibiting parking on Cedar 
avenue between Jefferson and 
Gray avenues. 

“I take the view that I am 
out of step with my colleagues. 

.. It is obvious that they are 
not going to change direction or 
cadence and certainly I cannot 
in good conscience change 
mine,”’ he added. 

When Graubner ran for office 
fn 1958, he was on a ticket with 
three other current council mem- 
_ bers. 


BILL SIGNED TO BAR IMPORT 
OF DEADLY -PIRANHA FISH 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP)— 
That fierce little South American 
fish which will attack and de- 
vour humans and animals can 


no longer be imported into the 


United States as a pet. 


A bill signed -by President 
Eisenhower probibits importa- 
tion of the piranha except for 
recognized spuogicel and scien- 
tific purposes. . 

Representative George Hud- 
dieston Jr. (Dem.), Alabama, 
e@ponsor of the measure, told the 
House Judiciary Committee dur- 
ing hearings on the measure that 
a school of the deadly little pi- 
ranha can. strip the bones of a 
person or animal in a few min- 
utes. He said the fish has been 
imported into the United States 
in large numbers. 

Huddleston said it was quite 
possible that the fish, “‘especially 
adaptable to the warmer waters 
of the southeastern, United 
States,” might enter those 
streams, ‘“‘multiply rapidly, and 
shortly cause a problem of great 
proportions.” 


TRAFFIC DEATHS PUT AT 415 
FOR LABOR DAY WEEKEND 


CHICAGO, Sept. 7 (AP)—Traf- 
fic accidents caused 415 deaths in 
the three-day Labor day week- 
end, the lowest for the holiday 
since 1954. 

The final toll was below the 
National Safety Council’s pre- 
holiday estimate of 460. The 
record Labor day total was 461 
in 1951. This year’s traffic 
deaths compared with 438 last 
year. The 1954 total was 364. 

Other accident deaths in this 
year’s 78-hour holiday period in- 
cluded 28 in boating, 83 by 
drowning and 90 in miscellaneous 
mishaps. The over-all tota! of 
616 compared to the record La- 
bor Day total of 658 in 1951.

LODGE URGES 
STRONG ACTIO 
IN COLD WAR 


ABINGTON, Pa., Sept. 7 (AP) 
—Henry Cabot Lodge, the Re- 
publican candidate for Vice Pres- 
ident, says the United States can 
reduce the danger of a hot war 
if it wins the cold war now being 
fought in diplomatic channels. 

Lodge, the former Ambassador 


to the United Nations, made a | 


major foreign policy speech last 


night as he opened the drive to | 


keep Pennsylvania in the Repub- 
lican column this fall. 

The basic contest in the world 
today, asserted Lodge, ‘‘is the 
life and death struggle between 
the Communists on the one hand 
and those who insist on being 
free on the other.” 

Lodge said the United States 
must continue to counter Soviet 
attacks in ‘‘a thoroughly ade- 
quate way” and without provok- 
ing conflicts. He added this must 
be done positively. 

‘“‘We must never allow the 
world to forget or to overlook 
the true nature of Soviet foreign 
policy,” he asserted. ‘‘We are 
strong and must never appear 
otherwise.” 

Lodge praised the foreign pol- 
icy of President Eisenhower and 
praised Vice President Nixon as 
a suitable successor. 

*‘These have been eight years 
(under Mr. Eisenhower) in which 
our house has been put in order, 
our-nation has grown stronger, 


and, although the world is full 
of danger and mystery, peace in 
certain specific ways appears to 
be a little closer,”’ Lodge told a 
G.O.P. rally in this Philadelphia 
suburb. 

Lodge sald that, in theory, 
Americans could lose their coun- 
try by nuclear war or gradual 
isolation, but he expressed the 
view this would not happen. 

“We are going to advance,” 
said Lodge, ‘‘using the strengths 
and the talents which God gave 
us to build a world in which free- 
dom will be secure; a world in 
which the rights of small nations 
will be respected; a world of 
open societies which practice tol- 
erance and are truly devoted to 
the dignity of man.” 

He said a new Republican Ad- 
ministration under Nixon “shall 
continue to strengthen the mili- 
tary power—including the over- 
whelming economic power in 


back of it — which guarantees 


that no nation will ever dare 
attack us.” 

Lodge also asserted the Re- 
publicans constantly improve 
America, making sure all chil- 
dren are educated, the infirm 
and aged are taken care of, nat- 
ural resources are conserved, 
and there is work and wages for 
all.

What if the unpredictable and 
uninhibited Soviet leader asks to 
meet with one candidate, or with 
both, but separately? Khrush- 
chev, could for example, ask to 
see only Vice President Nixon, 
not as a candidate, but because 
he occupies the office of Vice 
President, in which capacity he 
visited Russia in August 1959. 


Since Khrushchev played host 
to Nixon on that occasion the 
Soviet Premier could take the 
position this time that it would 
be less than graceful if Nixon 
failed to reciprocate his hospi- 
tality. 

The Vice President, of course, 
could poiitely turn down such a 
request, on the ground that 
much has happened since then, 
chiefly Khrushchev’s refusal to 
sit down with President Ejisen- 
hower at the Paris summit meet- 
ing. That might enable Kennedy 
in turn to picture himself as a 
man better able to get along 
with the Soviet Premier.

It seems to some of your readers 
that the Post-Dispatch could do 
with a little closer investigation of 
the Current river area, especially 
in Ripley county. 

It has been written that the Na- 
tional Monument might ask Con- 
gress for $5,500,000 for 190 miles of 
riverfront land, 

Deprived of river fields, many 
farm families now making good liv- 
ings would be reduced to marginal 
status. 

Why do you use the reduced pop- 
ulation angle on us alone? This is 
a general and wide-spread situation 
in all farm communities and bigger 
machinery has reduced the labor 
used here the same as elsewhere. 

It is not true that farmers in the 
Current river valleys cannot use 
mechanical equipment efficiently as 
stated in the Department of Interi- 
or’s proposal for a National Monu- 
ment. All river farmers in Ripley 

county use mechanized equipment 
exclusively. 

The farmers are not destroying 
the river’s banks. We have more 
. permanent pastures and less plowed 
land than ever before. The Forest 
Service has control of much of Rip- 
ley county timber land—so, grazing 
is more and more limited and more 
managed. 

The facts are that the present 
owners—the United States Forest 
Service, the state and private farm- 
ers—left alone, will keep the lower 
Current river cleaner than could be 
done under any other management, 
especially that of a public park.

To Fly the Mail 


Reader Harry J. Petrequin’s com- 
ment in this column recently on 
the sacred rights of the railroads 
to carry first-class mail represents 
the views of many railroads and 
railroad associated groups that are 
supporting the Cunningham bill 
which died in Congress. The bill 
would have prohibited the Post Of- 
fice from using the airlines to fly 
this mail on an air freight, non- 
priority basis. The restriction 
would have delayed some mail by 
24 to 48 hours or more. 

Mr.. Petrequin says it’s unjust for 
the airlines to carry any first-class 
mail because they only can fly this 
mail during fair weather and the 
Post Office has to rely on the rail- 
roads “‘when the going gets rough.” 
~ The Post Office Department, which 
should know, does not support this 
moral contention nor the unreliabil- 
ity of the mail airlift. It says that 
the effect of bad weather on airline 
handling of mail is so negligible 
that it doesn’t. even bother to re- 
cord the few instances. Also it 

‘ points out there are times when 
the railroads can’t move the mail. 
For instance, in the winter of 1958, 

« dry, blowing snow knocked out 
drive mechanisms in both electric 
and diesel locomotives.

The Ozarks Park Bill 


Missouri and the rest of the country, too, 
should be grateful to Representative Thomas 
B. Curtis for advancing the Ozark rivers na- 
tional park. In the closing hours of Congress, 
he introduced a bill for the preservation of 
this natural wonderland, roughly along the 
lines suggested by the National Park Service. 
‘Mr. Curtis knew, of course, that the session 
would end without action, but he said “‘it is 
important that it be put before Congress so 
that consideration of it can be stimulated.” 
A similar measure in the next Congress will 
benefit by this spade-work. 

Those who know the clear, cross-hordered 
Current, Jacks Fork and Eleven Point rivers, 
the big springs which feed them, and the 
bluffs, caves and woods of the country through 
which they flow are eager to save them from 
exploitation and vulgarization. This. desire 
caused Missouri to,turn to Washington for 
the guidance which resulted in the Park Serv- 
ice proposal, fully backed by Gov. Blair and 
now put before Congress. 

One feature of the Curtis bill is open to 
question. The bill would have the ‘“Govern- 
ment purchase the land which it will need 
for campsites, picnic areas, administrative 
buildings, and the other public services neces- 
sary in connection with a national park; and 
at the same time purchase a scenic easement 
along each bank of the rivers, leaving owner- 
ship of these lands in the hands of the pres- 
ent owners but restricting the use of the 
banks to a certain distance from the river to 
pursuits not inconsistent with the over-all pur- 
pose of the park.” 

The National Park Service has not followed 
a policy of purchasing land for parks. Land 
is usually donated by the states or private 
owners. The Park Service also has insisted 
on ownership as against easements, and it 
generally has insisted that there be no multi- 
ple uses—lumbering, hunting and the like— 
of the park area itself. The Service would 
like to follow these policies in what would be 
officially known as the Ozark Rivers National 
Monument. 

Mr. Curtis stresses that the “easement 
would operate as only a partial restriction on 
the full use and enjoyment of the property 
owner,” especially “riparian farmers.” The 
Park Service already has indicated its readi- 
ness to allow farmer-owners to use park land 
so long as they live. But there is reason to 
believe that such opposition as there is to 
the park plan has been stimulated largely by 
timber owners. If the riverbank woods are 
to reverberate with the sound of crashing 
trees and whirring saw-mills, their semi-wild 
state cannot be preserved. 

A thriving lumbering industry—but not 
the kind which denuded the hills in World 
War I days—promises to improve the econ- 
omy of the Ozarks. Yet this should be possi- 
ble without touching the narrow strip of for- 
est included in the proposed park area. The 
beauty of the streams depends on the preser- 
vation of the feeling of wilderness. 

To make sure that this is understood in 
Congress should be one of the purposes of 
the committee which we hope Gov. Blair will 
establish to press for the proposed park. The 
committee also could explore the possibility 
that the Government might purchase the 
needed land. Missouri cannot dream of the 
park while doing nothing to bring together 
the various elements involved. The Curtis 
bill itself demonstrates the need for concert- 
ed action. The state should be ready by the 
time another Congress presents the oppor- 
tunity for preserving one of the most beauti- 
ful natural attractions of the Midlands. 


Healthy Talk from Dr. Max 


Dr. Paul F. Max, the president of the St. 
Louis Medical Society, merits warm commen- 
dation for his stand on prescribing drugs by 
their generic names. He personally endorses 
the American Hospital Association’s recom- 
mendations that physicians in its 5600 mem- 
ber hospitals stop using brand names in pre- 
scriptions. He says the society he heads may 
put a committee to studying the question 
raised by the hospital association’s recom- 
mendation. These are reassuring words, com- 
ing from a physician who is in a position of 
leadership. 

One by one, the excuses by which it has 
been sought to justify brand-name prescrip- 
tion are being exploded. It has been de- 
clared to be a convenience for the physician— 
whereas Dr. Max explains that it is the other 
way round: We also agree with the president 
of the St. Louis Medical Society that if hospi- 
tals buy the best values, the producers of 
over-priced branded drugs will be obliged to 
come down off their high horse. 

Under a president with the forthright opin- 
ions Dr. Max expresses, the St. Louis Medical 
Society has an opportunity to show that phy- 
Sicians can think for themselves, that they 
are on the side of their patients, that they 
will not be used by the drug industry to 
compel their patients to buy drugs at four or 
five prices. That is quite an opportunity, if 
one will only think of it; and it would be a 
proud thing if history could record that the 
St. Louis Medical Society was one of the lead- 
ers in its realization. 


Four Congressmen, Not Three 


The sharp population shifts within Mis- 
souri’s 11 congressional districts revealed in 
the latest Census Bureau figures require in 
all fairness that the districts be revised by 
the next Missouri Legislature. And since the 
St. Louis metropolitan area is entitled to gain 
one Congressman, it will be up to this area’s 
state senators and representatives to see that 
their constituents aren’t short-changed. 

As the districts now stand, six have smaller 
populations than the state-wide average of 
some 387,000. The largest, the First in North 
St. Louis-St. Louis county, runs to 565,000, 
and is some 89 per cent more populous than 
the Tenth in the Bootheel, which has 299,806 
inhabitants. The Second District in South St. 
Louis-St. Louis county is 540,701.. The Third, 
central St. Louis, has 341,395 people, slightly 
below average. 

The three St. Louis area districts have a 
combined population almost four times the 
average, which could easily justify giving city 
and county a total of four Congressmen. With 
the addition of St. Charles and Jefferson 
counties, now included in thé Census Bureau’s 
St. Louis “standard metropolitan area,” there 
should be no question about assigning four 
of the state’s 11 districts to this area. 

While the Missouri Constitution seems to 
make it mandatory for the Legislature to un- 
dertake a reapportionment 
every 10 years, as a practical matter the 
spirit of that provision is susceptible of rela- 


tively easy evasion. We hope that every can- 
didate for the Legislature from St. Louis and 
St. Louis county would pledge himself to. 
work for a fair and genuine redistricting, 
which means four voices in Congress for this 
area instead of three. 


Epilogue to Al Sarena 


Senator Morse has furnished the country 
with an illuminating epilogue to one of the 
earliest giveaways of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration—475 acres of rich timberlands in 
the Rogue River National Forest of his state 
of Oregon. Al Sarena Mines, Inc., owned by 
two brothers from Mobile, Ala., in 1954 ac- 
quired this valuable timber stand, estimated 
worth more than a quarter million dollars, as 
an incident to a phony mining claim for which 
it paid $2375. The claim was patented through 
the shenanigans of a complacent under secre- 
tary of the Interior Department, Clarence A. 
Davis, who then resigned under fire. Secre- 
tary of Interior Douglas McKay paid for this 
scandal and the even more notorious giveaway 
of the Hell’s Canyon power site on the Snake 
River, in ‘which also he was a principal, by 
his defeat when he ran against Morse for 
the Senate in 1956. 

The Alabama “miners,” who never did a 
lick on their mining claim, cut 2 million board 
feet of timber from it, valued at $110,000, a 
Senate investigating subcommittee found. And 
there the story ended for awhile. Now Sena- 
tor Morse. reveals that the Al Sarena outfit 
sold its claim four years ago to Steve O. Wil- 
son, a logger in southern Oregon. “Mr. Wil- 
son is a logger; he is not a miner, and his 
purchase of the property is further proof 
that this so-called mining claim was never 
anything but a timber claim,” Senator Morse 
reports. It is his understanding that some 
412 million board feet more of timber have 
been cut from the claim—twice as much 
again as the $110,000 worth the Mobile broth- 
ers cut. So this was a profitable operation 
indeed for everyone concerned except the 
American taxpaying public, the real owners 
of the timber, who are out a quarter of a 
million dollars. 


Effort at Streamlining 


President Eisenhower has done well to ask 
Judge E. Barrett Prettyman of the United 
States Court of Appeals in Washington to 
serve as temporary chairman of a presiden- 
tial conference aimed at speeding the work of 
administrative agencies. Judge Prettyman is 
a respected jurist who also has had experi- 
ence in government administration. Whether 
the conference can achieve the stated objec- 
tive is another matter. It was proposed by 
the chairman of the “big six” independent 
regulatory agencies as an outgrowth of House 
Commerce Committee hearings. Officials of 
Federal departments will be working toward 
improving their own operations. Certainly 
they should have the knowledge to do this, 
but whether they have the will remains to be 
seen. Nothing can be lost by trying, however. 


Argument Among Marxists 

Communism’s ideological disputes often 
seem confusing and pointless, but the current 
argument between Soviet Russia and Red 
China over “peaceful coexistence’ deserves 
intense interest everywhere. 


Overtones loud and soft develop from this 

issue. Loud, when Russia withdraws indus- 
trial technicians from China and bars Chinese 
magazines from Russia. Soft, when Moscow 
plans to send the old Stalinist foreign minis- 
ter, Vyacheslav Molotov, away from Outer 
Mongolia to a less disturbing position with 
the International Atomic Energy Agency in 
Vienna. And ironically enough Vice Presi- 
dent Kardelj of Yugoslavia, which was first 
to break the unity of the Communist bloc, 
now accuses China of “crudely shattering” 
that unity. 
' The issue is whether, as Mao Tse-tung holds, 
war remains a basic instrument for world- 
wide Communist revolution—or whether, as 
Premier Khrushchev contends, war means nu- 
clear war, and vast destruction for Commu- 
nism.as well as its enemies. This is at the 
core of Khrushchev’s doctrine of “peaceful 
coexistence,”’ 

Earlier this year the Chinese leaders 
seemed to win a point when Khrushchev’s 
policy of summit negotiation collapsed. But 
no other national Communist parties followed 
the Chinese lead. Hence, in June, a truce 
was declared. It took the form of a Bucharest 
statement by 12 Communist parties that while 
“imperialism retains the ground for aggres- 
-Siveé wars,” neverthéless the parties all sup- 
ported the hope for peaceful co-existence. 

In August, the truce was broken. The So- 
viet Communist party circulated a letter. to 
the other parties challenging the Chinese 
Communist philosophers as “leftist phrase- 
mongers” who wished to replace modern 
Marxism with dead dogma. The Peiping 
People’s Daily retorted with a denunciation of 
“modern revisionists . who take their 
cue from United States imperialists.” So the 
dispute proceeds, with language belying com- 
radely association. 

The West might be comforted by such dis- 
sension in the Communist world, were it not 
for the gravity of the subject. War today can 
well mean nuclear war. Peaceful co-existence 
may mean an uneasy peace but it means peace 
for all of that. In this respect it is fortunate 
that only Russia in the Communist bloc holds 
nuclear weapons, and shows no sign of mak: 
ing China another nuclear power. The Com- 
munist dispute is, for the West, added 
evidence of the need for ending the atomic 
arms race before it acquires dangerous new 
contestants. 


Small But Important 


The sum of $156,000 a year which would be 
spent under legislation to encourage United 
States foreign service officers to learn “‘eso- 
teric languages” is a small beginning but an 
excellent one. The United States is deficient 
in the study of these languages, partly because 
it has never been a colonial power. As an ex- 
ample of the need, Belgians are the only Eu- 
ropeans who can speak and understand enough 
of the Congolese languages to be effective in 
The Congo. Few Americans can speak Thai, 
the language of Siam, which involves tones 
and forms extremely difficult for westerners 
to master. Linguists in Arabic, Lingali and 
Serbo-Croatian are needed. According to the 
plan, foreign service officers would be of- 
fered incentive pay for studying and main- 
taining proficiency in the selected

Open Schools Finally Became More Important Than Segregated Schools in Norfolk

When asked whether they would 
vote “now” (late January, 1959) to 
open the schools on an integrated basis 
or keep them closed, 61 per cent of the 
civilian population preferred opening 
on an integrated basis while 81 per 
cent of the naval personnel expressed 
this preference. 

Attention is called to the increased 
sentiment for integrated schools in 
both groups.

Arena in Rome 


ROME, Sept. 7. 

IF THE BATTLE OF WATERLOO was won on the playing 
fields of Eton, then the battle of the 1960 Olympics will be 
won on the sidewalks of the Via Veneto. The Via Veneto pre- 
tends to be a street, but it is in fact a gigantic arena, three 

“54 a blocks long and 17 motor 
scooters wide, where all 
the non-athletic life of 

Rome takes place. 

Along both sides of the 
arena are sidewalk cafes, 
each with its own clientele 
and its own way of life. 
Fhe most famous ig Do- 
ney’s, next to the Excel- 
sior Hotel which is: only 
occupied by Avmeritan 
tourists and where, as one 
person put it, you see the 
people that you were on 
the ship with. As one of 
the waiters at Doney’s 
said, his one ambition in 
life before he dies is to 
meet someone who speaks 
Italian. 

Doney’s is said to have 

ART BUCHWALD the best cup of Italian cof- 

fee in the world but be- 
Cause it is tourist territory, the Italians shun it (not that they 
could get a table anyway), preferring one of the other cafes. 

The most successful Italian cafe on the Via Veneto is the 
Cafe de Paris, where the “dolce vita” crowd is said to hold 
forth. “‘Dolce vita,” which means sweet life, has to do with 
the more decadent aspects of Rome, and the people who sit 
at the Cafe de Paris like to think they’re more decadent than 
anybody else. Unfortunately the tourists are starting to move 
over to the Cafe de Paris, because they want to be part of the 
“dolce vita’’ themselves, and if the trend continues the ‘dolce 


vita’’ crowd may move back to Doney’s, where they wanted 
to sit in the first place. 


Up the street from the Cafe de Paris is Rosati’s, 
the cafe of Roman intellectuals and aristocrats who 
have nothing but contempt for the people who sit at 
Doney’s and Cafe de Paris. The better co-production 
movie deals are discussed at Rosati’s before the final 
lines are drawn up at the bar of the Hotel Excelsior. 


Next to Rosati’s is Carpano, a cafe owned by an Italian- 
American. Carpano used to get only the overflow from 
Rosati’s, and many of the intellectuals who are now sitting 
at Carpano tables, served by Carpano waiters, are so busy 
discussing things they think they’re sitting at Rosati’s. 

Across the street is Jerry’s, also owned by an Italian- 
American. Jerry’s, located in front of the night club of Brick- 
top’s, gets the American movie trade. There is also a cafe 
called Strega, which an Italian friend told us gets the ‘‘dolce 
vita’’ crowd that isn’t kidding. 

Strega was the first cafe on the Via Veneto to put in 
reclining chairs, but so many people went to sleep in them 
during the afternoon that they took them away. 

The American embassy is located on the Via Veneto, but 
this is not an accident. It was put there for the convenience 
of young American girls. What happens on the Via Veneto 
is that a pretty or not so pretty American girl takes a table 
at a cafe. Then a good-looking Italian makes a pass at her. 
Pretty soon she’s deeply in love. A girl who can. pay her own 
way is very much admired by the men on the Via Veneto, 
and eventpally the girl uses up alt-her traveler’s checks. 

When those are gone the girl then gets a refund on the 
return half of her plane ticket. After she spends this on her 
boy friend, she has nothing left, so he loses interest in her. 
It is then that the girl turns to the American embassy for 
help, and it is for this reason that it is located so close by. 


Needless to say any woman has a difficult time 
walking up and down the Via Veneto without being 
touched. 

One American woman, who had been pinched, 
went up to a traffic policeman on the corner and 
complained. The policeman asked her to point out the 
man who did it. 

When the woman did, the policeman said, ‘It’s 
all right. I know the man. He’s-okay.” 


The interesting thing about the Via Veneto is that it’s a 
two-way street. The people at the tables are staring at the 
people who are walking and the people who are walking are 
staring at the people at the tables. We saw one man reading 
his newspaper at Jerry’s the other morning when a beautiful 
Italian girl went by. The man immediately put down his 
paper and started to applaud. 

The most important thing about the Via Veneto is that it 
gives a chance for everyone to talk to everybody else. The 
other night we were sitting at Doney’s next to Eva Gabor’s 
table. An American woman stopped and said to Eva, ‘‘Aren't 
you Zsa Zsa Gabor?” 

*‘No, I’m Eva,” Miss Gabor said through her teeth. 

*“‘Isn’t that funny,” the woman said. “I just had dinner 
with your sister two weeks ago.”

Always Won 


Gen. R. S. Mackensie _— in Obscurity While Custer Failed and Became a Hero

The terror of the Texas iat | in the 1870s was the quick-striking Indian band, well armed and mounted, which drove off 
settlers’ stock, burned their cabins and then disappeared across the Rio Grande or into the wild Staked Plains. 


Brig. Gen. R. S. Mackenzie 
fought more battles against 
the Indians than Custer ever 
did, yet he died in obscurity, 
while Custer in failure won im- 
mortality. Yet it was Macken- 
zie who crushed the rampag- 
ing Comanches, and under 
Army orders crossed the Rio 
Grande to punish Indian raid- 
ers who were bootlegging cat- 
tle. The author of this account 
is co-author also of ‘‘The Story 
of the U. S. Calvary.”

TUCKED AWAY in the obit- 
uary column of the New York 
Times of Jan. 20, 1889, was a 
brief notice: 

(Died) Mackenzie — At New 
Brighton, Staten Island, on the 
1%h January, Brig.-Gen. Ran- 
ald Slidell Mackenzie, United 
States Army, in the 48th year 
of his age. 

This was all the attention 
given to the death of a man who 
was one Of our greatest Indian 
fighters. 

How different from that of 
George A. Custer is the fame of 
Mackenzie, who fought many 
more Indian actions and never 
suffered defeat. 

Custer graduated from West 
Point at the bottom of his class 
in 1861, and Mackenzie at the 
top of the class of 1862. Both 
men became major generals of 
volunteers during the Civil War 
before they reached the age of 
25. Custer was brevetted five 
times for gallantry and wounded 
once; Mackenzie, with a year 
less service, was brevetted seven 
times for the same reason and 
wounded six times; later he re- 
ceived another wound from the 
Indians which made his life a 
daily agony. Custer met death 
and disaster in his second major 
Indian engagement, but Macken- 
zie had five major encounters 
and many skirmishes with the 
same enemies. 

After the Custer debacle it 
was Mackenzie who gave the 
victorious and formidable 
Cheyennes such a_ thrashing 
that they soon afterward sur- 
rendered, and it was Macken- 
zie who crushed the fierce Co- 
manches and other marauding 
Indians in west Texas, and fin- 
ally brought peace to the blood- 
iest of frontiers. 

In failure Custer won im- 
mortality, while Mackenzie, a 
conspicuous success, died un- 
wept and unsung. 


His Civil] War service in it- 
self would fill a book. A typical 
sample was his four months’ 
duty.as colonel of a Connecticut 
volunteer regiment, a _ rather 
easy-going outfit on which Mack- 
enzie descended hike a tornado. 
He became a greater terror than 
Rebel shot and shell, and his 
men plotted to dispose of him 
in the next battle, but when that 
came, the plot evaporated in the 
face of Mackenzie’s audacious 
courage. 

At 24, Mackenzie was a 
Major General of volunteers. He 
was a spare, frailooking young 
man, 5 feet 9 inches tall and 
weighing not more. than 145 
pounds, with an air of quiet re- 
serve. At the end of the war 
he had reached the highest rank 
of any man in his class at West 
Point. 

Mackenzie was appointed 
colonel in March, 1867. (most 
Civil War officers had to take 
drastic reductions in rank once 
the war was over), at a time 
when the fury of Indian attacks 
and outrages had put Texas in 
worse shape than any other sec- 
tion of the country. 

Mackenzie decided that the 
only way to subdue the rampag- 
ing and murderous Indians would 
be to discover and destroy their 
hideouts. Indefatigably he pur- 
sued the Comanches in three 
different attacks in 1871 and 
1872, gradually breaking the 
spirit of these hitherto invinc- 
ible raiders by his tenacity. On 
one expedition he chased them 
so far west he had an oppor- 
tunity on his return to explore 
the spectacular Palo Duro Can- 
yon—knowledge of which was to 
prove highly useful later on. 

His first successful surprise at- 
tack against them, for which he 
was congratulated by the War 
Department, resulted in killing 
20 warriors and capturing 130 
prisoners, while his own losses 
were only one killed and three 
wounded. 

While Mackenzie was attack- 
ing the Comanches to the north 
and west, the Lipans, Mescalero 
Apaches and Kickapoos, from 
their Mexican sanctuary, were 
lacerating the southern Texas 
frontier. 

The situation was so bad that 
in April 1873, Secretary of War 
William Worth Belknap and Gen. 
Philip Sheridan personally ap- 
peared at Fort Clark, near San 
Antonio, to confer with Macken- 
zie. Sheridan told him to enter 
Mexican territory and destroy

the raiders. ‘When Mackenzie 
asked for written orders to pro- 
tect himself in this gross breach 
of Mexican sovereignty, Sheri- 
dan pounded the table and 
shouted: 

‘“‘Damn the orders! Damn the 
authority! ... You must assume 
the risk. We will assume the 
final responsibility should any 
diplomatic trouble result.’’ 

Mackenzie decided to go ahead. 
Suddenly, and without any pre- 
vious warning to, his regiment, 
at dusk on the evening of May 
17, 1873, he led it across the Rio 
Grande. In the van rode the im- 
patient and irascible commander 
with his guides and a detach- 
ment of Seminole scouts.. Be- 
hind, in a column of fours, rode 
the blue-clad troopers, a hard- 


bitten lot. 


All that night they rode toward 
the southwest, pounding up and 
down the frequent steep arroyos 
in suffocating clouds of dust. 

It was broad daylight when 
the Indian villages on the banks 
of the San Rodrigo river were 
sighted. Mackenzie at once led 
his tired men in a hell-for- 
leather charge, taking the In- 
dians completely by surprise. 
When the dust, powder smoke 
and confusion finally settled, 
19 braves were dead and many 
more were believed to have 
been killed. 


The return to United States 
soil was a nightmare. Aroused 
Mexican garrisons, reinforced by 
rancheros and Indians, poured 
forth like angry wasps to harass 
the flanks and rear of the plod- 
ding column. At 4 in the morn- 
ing, after 15 hours of crawling 
torment, it finally splashed 
across the Rio Grande. Macken- 
zie had gambled and won. 


Mackenzie's final engagement 
with the Comanches came when 
he penetrated their hide-out deep 
in the bottom of the steep-walled 
Palo Duro Canyon. The Indians, 
who were once again ravaging 
the frontier settlements, sought 
to lead him off on a false trail, 
but Mackenzie doubled back in a 
fast night march, and at dawn 
was looking down from the rim 
of the canyon on the Indian en- 
campments far below. 


His soldiers dismounted and

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further pursuit would be useless, 
burned all the deserted lodges 
and property and ordered about 
1400 of the Indians’ horses shot. 


The destruction of these sup- 
plies and horses was a mortal 
blow to the Indians’ spirit. By 
June 1875, the last of them had 
surrendered. 


After Custer’s debacle at the 
Little Big Hork in Montana the 
following June, Mackenzie was 
rushed north with most of the 
Fourth Cavalry to join Maj. Gen. 
George Cook against the vic- 
torious Sioux and Northern Chey- 
ennes. Mackenzie first went to 
the Red Cloud and Spotted Tail 
agencies in the Black Hills of 
Dakota Territory. Red Cloud de- 
_fiantly refused to move his camp 
closer to the agency until Mack- 
enzie’s troopers surrounded his 
lodge at night and captured him. 

In October, Mackenzie led a 
cavalry column with Indian aux- 
iliaries against Chief Dull Knife 
and his band of Northern Chey- 
ennes, 
near the Powder river since de- 
feating Custer in June. In a sur- 
prise attack at dawn, his men 
destroyed the village, killed 
about 40 Indians and captured 
some 600 ponies. The survivors 
surrendered, and the troubles in 
the north ended. 


Mackenzie, back at Fort Clark 
in Texas, was again called to 
cross the Rio Grande when his 
cavalry gave chase to raiding 
Kickapoos and cattle thieves. On 
this particular raid Mackenzie 
was forced to give up the chase 
when his guide fell ill and the 
water ran low, Returning toward 
the Rio Grande, he found his 
way blocked by Mexican troops. 
Mackenzie asserted he would 
fight his way if necessary. The 
Mexicans gave way. Soon after- 
ward Mexico agreed to police the

then practically ended. 

By now Mackenzie was getting 
a reputation as the Army’s prime 
trouble shooter. In October 1882, 
upon the strong recommendation 
of U. S. Grant, he was promoted 
to brigadier general in the regu- 
lar Army. 

Mackenzie had remained a 
bachelor, but now he again met 
the love of his younger days, 
Florida Tunstall, a widow. They 
became engaged and he bought a 
ranch near his headquarters at 
Fort Sam Houston in San An- 
tonio. But this sudden happiness 
must have been too much for 
him. A number of factors—his 
old wounds, the extreme rigors

and hardships of afl his seasons 
of campaigning and a serious fall 
he had taken years before at kort 
Sill—all had begun to take their 
cumulative toll. His friends no- 
ticed that he was becoming in- 
creasingly irrational. Finafly, in 
December, 1883, he had to be sent 
east to an asylum in New York. 
The following spring, retired for 
disability contracted in the dine 
of duty, he went to live with his 
sister in New Brighton, Staten 
Island, and there five years later 
he died.

W ater in Tissues 


WE CAN’T LIVE without water, but sometimes it becomes 
a problem when too much of it accumulates in the tissues, 
So today let’s talk about getting rid of it. 

In ordinary health, we can drink gallons of it and it just 
flushes on through. If anything, it does more good than harm 
if we drink more than usual. Remember, when you have a 
cold or flu or a number of other common ailments, part of 
the advice is ‘drink lots of fluids.” 


However, there is a considerable difference be- 
tween having a copious flow of water through the sys- 
tem, or having water accumulate and lie stagnant in 
some parts of the body. 


As long as the body is working normally, you want an 
abundant flow of water. But when water starts accumulating 
in places where we don't want any, then we have a problem. 
The answer is not to stop drinking water. 


You don’t want to give up drinking water just 
because there is an accumulation of water in the 
ankles, or arms or abdomen or lungs, or wherever 
it may be. 


Lét’s take some examples of what we're talking about. 
The most frequent of all is congestive heart disease. The 


circulation of blood no longer is as brisk as it should be. What | 


we want is a brisk flow of blood, carrying oxygen and nutri- 
ents to the tissues, and carrying away waste products. But 
when the circulation slows down, some of the waste-laden 
drops of water tend to lie stagnant. This is often in the ankles, 
and accounts for the swollen ankles in such cases. 

It may occur anywhere else in the body, too. Or, with 
cirrhosis of the liver, fluid accumulates in the abdomen and 
has to be drained. Such is also the case in some kidney ail- 
ments. Or, going back to congeStive heart diseases as well 
as some less common ailments, fluid may gather in the 
lungs. Meniere’s Disease involves congestion, and fluid ac- 
cumulations in the inner ear. 

In any of these problems, naturally you want to get rid 
of the accumulations of fluid, or puddles, this condition being 
knowh as dropsy or edema. But even more than that, as a 
rule, you want to get rid of the problem which causes it. 

With the heart, liver, kidney and other such diseases, 
naturally steps should be taken to combat the basic diseases. 


In the majority of cases, a low-salt diet is manda- 
tory. Salt (the sodium in it, that is) tends to hold 
water. If we get rid of some of the salt, we also get 
rid of the water. 


There are drugs, some ‘of them quite new, which help 
discharge excess water, and I have heard it said that “‘you 
don’t need a low-salt diet any more.” This, in my opinion, is

JENNIE WAHLERT, retired 
principal beloved and admired 
by St. Louisans, was asked by 
the State Department to organize 
a sightseeing tour for 20 teachers 
from France who have spent the 
summer studying and traveling 
in the United States.

The drug may cause loss of sodium and potas- 
sium from the body, but since these are, in proper 
amounts, essential ingredients of the blood, one has to 
be cautious and not overdo use of the drugs. Modifi- 
cations of the drugs have been developed, too. 


Believe me, your doctor keeps up on these things. What 
I want to make clear is that these diuretics are available now. 
They don’t guarantee that you can get rid of all the swelling 
of ankles, or edema of the lungs, but they help a great deal. 
In people with Meniere’s Disease they may hasten the loss 
of dizziness; in other cases breathing is made easier, or ankles 
and other parts of the body lose some or much of the swelling.
